We must 
participate not only in the economic life of San Jose 
but also in the cultural and political life. 

With these thoughts in mind, a group of Mexican- 
Americans from all over California met in Fresno in 
April 1960 to discuss and form an effective organiza¬ 
tion through which political expression could be voi¬ 
ced. The result was the formation of THE MEXICAN- 
AMERICAN POLITICAL ASSOCIATION. 

MAPA has the following aims and purposes.- 

1. To seek the social, economic, cultural and civic 
betterment of Mexican-Americans and other Spanish 
speaking people through political action and civic 
participation. 

2. To study and take stands on political issues and 
endorse worthy candidates for public office. 

3. To carry out a program of political education by 
compiling and disseminating political information on 
issues and candidates. 

4. To encourage active participation in both major 
political parties without being affiliated with a single 
party. 

5. To elect and seek appointment to public office of 
Mexican-Americans who are highly qualified; and 
other persons sympathetic to our aims. 

6. To launch voter registration and political fund¬ 
raising drives. 

7. To establish cónstructive relationships for mutual 
cooperation and assistance with other community gro¬ 
ups having similar aims. 

We believe that the primary goal of the Mexican- 
American community is to make itself known and res¬ 


pected for its many positive contributions at all lev¬ 
els of our society. Our aims in MAPA are to acquire 
for the Mexican-American community its rightful 
place in the political, social, and economic life of 
our community.

BLEACH CAN RELEASE CHLORINE 

The housewife scrubbed at a sink stain with deter¬ 
gent, then tried a bleach. An acrid gas stung her 
hands and eyes and the membranes of her nose. A 
complaint came in to the Department of Public Heal¬ 
th. 

The gas was chlorine, contained in hypochlorite 
bleaches such as Clorox and Purex. Mix a hypo¬ 
chlorite with an alkali, acid, or reducing agent, and 
you liberate chlorine. You can release chlorine by 
mixing Purex or Cloiux with vinegar, Sani-Flush, 
Drano, Lysol or many common detergents. Such 
a mixture usually occurs when you try to unclog 
a pipe or remove a stain by using one household chem¬ 
ical and then immediately try another. 

The experience is unpleasant, because chlorine is 
highly irritating. Any part of the body exposed to 
chlorine should be thoroughly flushed with water. If 
the eyes are burned, a physician should be called at 
once. 

Reading labels on the household products you use 
may help you avoid the chemical pitfalls that certain 
mixtures may bring. It is also wise always to flush 
away thoroughly with water one chemical before us¬ 
ing another.

Keep November 4th free to take your second polio 
vaccine. Remember that the first dose immunizes 
against Type 1 polio virus and the second against Type 
III. This vaccine is virtually 100% effective in pro¬ 
tecting you against all known types of paralytic polio 
if you take all three types. Furthermore, the vaccine 
eliminates the possibility of your being a "carrier" 
and transmitting polio to others. 

The first mass immunization given September 23rd 
was an immense success to all those concerned; 82% 
of the Santa Clara Counties' residents received the 
vaccine. I sincerely hope you and your family were 
among those fortunate ones. 

Remember that it is a vaccine taken on a sugar 
cube. A nominal charge of 25$ per dose is charged. 
However, the vaccine will be given free to anyone 
who cannot afford it.
